The Vulcan Town Council met for their monthly 
session at the town offices on Friday evening. Present 
were Mayor Ring, and Councillors Brown, McLaggan, 
Wolfe and Ulrich, and Secretary Flood.

Minutes of the previous meeting were read and ap¬ 
proved. The milk report of dairies operating in Vul¬ 
can, from the Okotoks-High River Health Unit, was 
read. 

A number of accounts were read and passed f«r 
payment on motion by Councillor Ulrich. 

A motion was carried as proposed by Councillor 
Wolfe that all .hairdressers working for pay in the 
town of Vulcan, be licensed Before the hairdressers 
paid business tax. 

Moved by Brown that the license fees for the oper¬ 
ating of slot machines be investigated, and that the 
maximum fee be charged for operators in Vulcan. 
Motion carried. 

Moved by Wolfe that C. Lambert be written a letter 
of thanks for his work as town supervisor on the new¬ 
ly constructed addition to the arena.—Motion carried. 

The matter-of the radio interference of various moj 
tors throughout the town was brought before the coun 
cil. The secretary was instructed to get in touch with 
the Radio Commission and have them investigate the 
complaints. 

Moved by Ulrich that the Vulcan Curling Club guar¬ 
antee the town a rental fee of $100 and all profits ov¬ 
er and above expenses for the season.—'Motion Carried 

It was brought to the attention of the Council that 
one of those on relief had refused to work out the re- 
1 ief provided. This person was - notified that relief 
payments would be discontinued until he desires to 
w'ork. 

Moved by Wolfe that all members of the Vulcan 
Fire Brigade be paid 50 cents per practice (one per 
month), and $1.00 per hour for work during fires, and 
that the Fire Chief be paid $1.00 per practice and $2.00 
per hour during fires. Motion Carried. This motion 
was brought forward as an inducement for the brigade 
to turn out for practices. Mayor King brought out the 
point that the brigade had been neglecting their work 
and severely reprimanded the brigade for their negli¬ 
gence. 

Moved by Brown that A. J. Flood be appointed re¬ 
turning officer for tho forthcoming town elections. 
Carried. 

Moved by Brown that the secretary get in touch with 
the proper authorities and let it be known that it is 
the wish of the town, through the council, that a mili¬ 
tia battery be organized in Vulcan. Carried. 

The meeting then-adjourned.

F. A. government made 
Howson, Liberal lead er, at a recent¬ 
ly held meeting in Vulcan. W. E. 
Butchart was chairman of the meet¬ 
ing. Mr. McPherson was given an 
attentive hearing during his address 
which was of three hours length. 

Mr. McPherson opening his address 
said that he did not propose to deal 
with Mr. Howson personally, because 
personalities solved nothing. But he 
did intend to reply as fully as possi¬ 
ble to charges made by the Liberal 
leader. 

“Your government has been repre¬ 
sented as a spendthrift,. profligate 
government, going wildly to destruc¬ 
tion, always against the loud and 
earnest pleadings of an all-wise op¬ 
position. But the fact is we with¬ 
stood the urgings of these same men 
to meet popular demands in prosper¬ 
ous times, and at. that time were 
called men of small vision. We curb¬ 
ed expenditure in face of their pro¬ 
tests. Now they say we are making 
tax slaves of the people.” 

Taxation 

Just what provincial taxes are 
proving a burden to you? Here is a 
list of taxes—Supplementary, great¬ 
ly decreased in the last ten years; 
Amusement, carried along the same; 
Corporations tax, which does not con 
cern you; railway mileage does not af 
feet you; succession duties, which all 
provinces have and affect only estates 
of deceased; pari-mutuel, which af- 


The Financial Post surveys the Al¬ 
berta Provincial Telephone System 
as follows: 

“The Province of Alberta owns and 
operates a telephone system. In the 
year ended March 31, 1932, the last 
for which figures are available, op¬ 
erations resulted in a deficit of $616,- 
281. The accumulated deficit was 
15654,952, which must ultimately 
come out of the pockets of the tax¬ 
payers of the province. 

But that is not the worst. James 
■C. Thompson, provincial auditor, 
makes it plain, in his comment on 
the'finances of the telephone system, 
that the accounts have not made suf¬ 
ficient provision for various Cost 
items. 

“Mr. Thompson comments that the 
$1,293,348 reserve for depreciation 
is inadequate and should be increas¬ 
ed annually. The total sinking fund 
($1,503,552) he says, was offset by 
intangible assets. So there is really 
no sinking fund. Inventory of central 
office equipment of $2,308,500 in* 
eludes capital items priced at cost. 
This may have to be written down. 

“The auditor’s comment indicates 
that the deficit will be greatly in¬ 
creased if and when proper provision 
is made for the ordinary write-offs 
which - commercial organizations 
would make. The province’s venture 
into the telephone business has been 
more wasteful and costly than has 
been generally understood.”

Quoting Mr. Webster’s support “I 
cannot follow Mr. Howson’s argu¬ 
ments (re loose rock).

In any 
one item, these contractors may vary 
greatly. But it is on the aggregate 
price that award is made. Referring 
to special pieces of roadwork, the 
speaker spoke of the Barrhead-West- 
lock road and the statement of a sub¬ 
contractor McCrae, who is alleged to 
have said he was paid $5 for grub¬ 
bing. The sworn statement of the 
contractor states that McCrae and 
other sub-contractors were paid a 
minimum of $12 for clearing and $15 
for grubbing on that road. 

Contracts Without Tender 

There has been criticism of certain 
contracts let without tender. This 
reference is to the gTeat relief pro¬ 
gram inaugurated in 1931, for em¬ 
ployment to farm labor. There were 
700 miles mapped out for road work, 
which is actually three years work 
planned for one year.

of local labor required to be engaged 
by the contractor.

But in the specific circumstan¬ 
ces referred to special and depressed 
conditions demanded consideration 
and certain contracts went out with¬ 
out tender, but at a reasonable flat 
rate set by the government. 

Finances 

Mr. McPherson, speaking finances 
said that in 1921, the g jverpment j 
debt was $93,460,000. In 1933 the 
total debt is $150,061,000. The in¬ 
crease is $66,601,000 or 60 per cent. 
The increased debt in all provinces of 
the Dominion "in the same period is 
140 per cent 

The increases in Alberta are, 
roads and bridges $24,015,000; pub¬ 
lic buildings, $7,716,000; telephones 
$4,439,000; Wheat Pool, $5,649,000; 
Lethbridge N.I.D., $4,876,000; mis¬ 
cellaneous $9,906,000 (including un¬ 
employment). 

The bonded debt $57,463,000, is 
represented by all bonds; the unfund 
ed debt $5,589,000 is the debt owed 
to banks and saving certificates; the 
indirect debt is signed notes (for 
railways, etc.). 

The road program has lagged be¬ 
hind public demand and the highway 
scheme is definitely planned. Perhaps 
even more expenditure in permanent 
roads might be justifiable. 

Public buildings include mental in¬ 
stitutions. The mental patients have 
increased from 800 to 1800 in twelve 
years. Sanitorium patients are in¬ 
creasing with population. The ad¬ 
ministration building in Edmonton 
was a real saving in rentals. 

Edmonton Normal School 

In 1921 there was a Normal school 
in Edmonton (269 pupils). This was 
closed in ’25-’27. In 1928 there were 
700 vacancies for teachers, and Cal¬ 
gary and Camrose~were turning out 
only 510 teachers. Hence the new 
Edmonton Normal School. True, the 
janitors fees were high. But it was 
a great building complete with cafe¬ 
teria, gymnasium. The speaker pre¬ 
dicted that in later years, that $600,- 
000 Edmonton school will be needed. 

Telephone 

The speaker answered ques¬ 
tions on the Telephone department 
“In 1921, there was a system 
with an average cost of $340 per 
phone. The charge was $30 yearly, 
which did not cover the actual cost of 
service. The system was going be¬ 
hind. There are more miles of phone 
lines in Alberta than in Ontario and 
Quebec together. It has been the ru¬ 
ral lines that cannot pay their way. 
Even in the good year of 1928, they 
were short half a million. There must 
be a revaluation of that part of the 
system which never was warranted. 

Mr. McPherson suggested a 
community plan operating success¬ 
fully in Wainwright district, whereby 
farmers built utjd maintained their 
own service, paying $6 00 a year to 
the government. 

Speaking qf the irrigation scheme 
he did not see how the farmers at 
current prices of products could pay 
interest and annual water rates. 
Their purchasing power is minimized 

There are services uncontrolllable, 
yet the present government is spend¬ 
ing $700,000 less on these services 
than in 1921. The Agricultural de¬ 
partment functioning on $343,000 and 
86 employees, while in 1921, it cost 
$763,000 and had 173 men. 

Mr. Russel I .ove, M.L.A. of Wain-1 
wright was unable to be in attend¬ 
ance, as was advertised. However, 
Mr. McPherson covered the whole 
subject of both addresses. 

The weather somewhat hindered 
attendance and residents of country 
points were unable to attend. Num¬

Crockert. 

In the largest leaf phase of the 
competition, six-year-old Bobby 
Hume, of Rcvelstoke, B.C., made 
an astonishing win with a leaf 
showing an area of 222 square 
inches. 

The success which greeted the 
original competition this year has 
encouraged Canadian Pacific offi¬ 
cials to plan for another compe¬ 
tition on a larger and more com¬ 
prehensive scale next fall.

Another article, not so widely read out here, but hav¬ 
ing a great circulation in Ontario, appears in the Weekly 
Sun. This is on the subject of farm prices and packers’ 
profits, and sets forth the spread between producer and 
consumer in the matter of meat. 

He quotes 1932 figures. In that year the producer re¬ 
ceived 4.66 cents a pound for bacofi hogs. The packer re¬ 
ceived 13.37 cents a pound for unsliced bacon. This 
meant that the packer’s margin was about twice as much 
as the price received by the farmers. The retailer receiv¬ 
ed 19 cents a pound for unsliced bacon. The retailer’s 
spread again was larger than that of tjhe farmer.^ 

He stattfs, “It is evident that processing and distribu¬ 
tion took most of the money the consumer spent on 
meat.

In this connection the waste in beef might be brought 
up. At 2 cts. a pound,-the price at which most Western 
beef was sold, a 1200 pound animal would cost $24.00. 
It would dress to 700 pounds, but the hide, liver and oth¬ 
er by-products would amount to approximately $8.00, so~ 
that the actual cost for 700 pounds would be $16.00. Pos¬ 
sibly the same condition holds true to an extent in the 
pork industry. 

At any rate, the Financial Post comes warmly tc the 
support of the packers, indicating that Mr. Buchanan'*has 
hit home. The Post says that the annual report of the 
Canada Packers Ltd., the largest company in Canada, 
shows a profit of one-eighth cents per pound. Canada 
Packers, says the Post, paid for livestock, over 76 per 
cent of the total amount taken in salep. The total oper¬ 
ating expense and profit amounted to'ijfiH per cent. The 
farmer, to quote the financial paper, got three times as 
much as wage earners, material suppliers', executives, 
bondholders and shareholders put together. Normally,

Says Companies Approved Passing 
of Pipe Line Taxation Act 


^ For Christmas 

At a Reasonable Price 


Executive Meet and Make Arrange¬ 
ments for 1933-3 f Season 


Clarifying the pipe line taxation 
(yuestion materially, Premier Brown¬ 
lee gave a press statement on the 
matter Friday: 

“The act was passed, transferring 
from the municipalities to the prov¬ 
ince the right to tax pipe linds, in¬ 
asmuch as it was thought that pub¬ 
lic utilities should be subject to some 
uniform taxation rather than to that 
of many different local taxing auth¬ 
orities. The assessment commission 
under the- chairmanship of W. D. 
Spence, formulated and sent out cer¬ 
tain tentative assessments intended 
as a basis of discussion. 

“The suggestion that this was gov¬ 
ernment policy designed to hit the 
small oil companies is entirely un¬ 
true. The act was passed at the last 
session without dissent and had the 
mpproval of the companies, since they 
desired to get away from municipal 
taxation. The administration of the 
act was placed with the assessment 
commission, and the tentative assess¬ 
ments were sent out without consul¬ 
tation with the government. I have 
no doubt at all that the whole matter 
will be amicably adjusted. 

“There has never been any inten¬ 
tion on the part of the government 
to interfere in any way with the de¬ 
velopment of the oil industry by un¬ 
necessary taxation. It maf be point¬ 
ed out that if the pipe line act had 
not been passed, municipalities would 
have had the right to tax the wells 
on any basis they might see fit.”

Dissolve in sufficient water to well 
cover the hide. Best results are ob¬ 
tained if the solution is one-half 
strength at first, th^ balance to be 
added in three or four weeks or long¬ 
er, depending on desired softness of 
leather.
